He took up 3 
place on the Carson, twenty-two miles 
south of where Wadsworth now is, in 


and piteh their cloth tents long 
enough to eat and clean up, so the 
place was called Ragtown. It is now 
reduced to s own place, as 
there is but little. teaming since the 
| Carson ‘and Colorado Railroad was 
built, The county seat was formerly 
at La Plata, a mining camp in the 
Ctan Alpine range, but it died, and 
in 1866 it was — to Stillwater; 

on the Carson slough, between the 
upper and lower sinxs, a stage etation 
on the overland road, It is an ex- 
ceedingly healthy location, and it is 
said that no adalt ever died a natural 
death for miles around. There is no 
doctor in thé county, and there is 
hardly a grave yard within its bord- 
ers. The river is fringed with cotton- 
wood, and good nut pine is hauled 
from the Clan Alpine range. It has 
never had a flour mill, but one is now 
geipg up on the upper sink. It is be- 
ing built by Walker & Co., Lee 
agent, 

Tus CARSON RIVER BREAKS UP

the southern branch is a fine stretch 
of hay land, but it is so sandy that al- 
falfa and grain do not do very well.

postoffice accommodates the ranchers 
there, with Jackson Fergrson, who 
was Census Commissioner, as post- 
master.

Pritchard has a big stock ranch be- 
low. Allen, Bond, and Rinehart are 
on the middle fork. Colonel Jason 
E. Higgins, formerly of Lumkins 
county, Georgia, also has a ranch in 
the county. He is the gentleman 
made famous by his little team of 
mules, that walk so fast that the plow 
gets hot and melts and he has to keep 
a plow at esch end of the field aud 
change each time. It is seldom the 
privilegé of a newspaper reporter to 
meet a man with Colonel Higgins von- 
versational powers. He is on the middle 
fork or new river. Io Stillwater there 
is a hotel kept by J. M. Sanders, and 
half a dozen other houses. J. M. 
Richards is postmaster, * 
etc. His office is on the line from 
Virginia to Austin. All the county 
officers are farmers. I. H. Kent is 
Clerk, W. Murphy, Treasurer; J. T. 
Walker sheriff, and W. H. A. Pike 
deputy.

California refined soda is now 
quoted in the markets of the world 
among the staples. The most, if not 
all of it, comes from Nevada. Twenty 
miles south of Wadsworth lies a sup- 
ply that is being extensively worked. 
There are two lakes with a ridge a 
quarter of a mile between them. The 
larger one is owned by Doe, of San 
Francisco, with B. F. Gray for Super- 
ifftendent. E. Griswold, of Wads- 
worth, owns the little lake. The water 
is pumped into vats and evaporated 
and then the soda is scraped up and 
spread out under a shed for the water 
to dry out before it is shipped. There 
are a good many hundred tons piled 
up there now. England has hereto- 
fore had a monopoly of soda, but the 
discovery of Nevada alkali is interfer- 
ing with it. In San Francisco large 
quantities are refined and made into 
bicarbonate of soda. Soda is largely 
used in making paper, grease, soap, 
woolen gootis, etc.
